Viceroy Yuan Shikai has decided to engage 
a Japanese Colonel to be his. military adviser, 
and :ixty other Japanese military officers to 
nthe Chinese army in China after Jupanese 
methods. 

The design is being prepared for the medal 
to commemorate the recent opera! ious in China. 
Tt will bear a marked resemblance to the medal 
issued for the China war of 1850, .and the 
ribbons will be of the same colours.

WHICfEWASHING YUNG LU.

The present is an age of Whitewnsh, und 
it is not surprising to find Yona Lu, whom 
we have been brought to look upon with 
the Dowager Tsz’H1 and the late 1 Huno- 
cHana as one of the thief authors of the 
present . degradation ‘of China, desirous of 
appearing as one of the distinguished lights 
of the age. For the futu-e we are to lovk 
upon Yuno Lv as one of the henefactors of 
his time and country, who in the direst hour 
of darkness suddenly came to the rescue of 
China, and led the way to her rehabilita- 
-tion in garments purged from the ugly stains 
that since that untoward day in September, 
1898, when the Emperor wns sent into his 
private sed eeay in the Palace, have un- 
fortunately clung to her. It is not many 
months since General Tuna Fuustana, one 
of the immaculate cherubs who surrounded 
the Court of the Dowager, had equal reason 
to complnin of the unfounded charges being 
made at the expense of the unnlloyed purity 
of his motives. Unfortunately the total 
quantity of white paint availab‘e is insuffi- 
cient to entirely cover the premises, and 
Tune could only get coated over at the 
expense of Yune Lu.

The new details which have reached us 
concerning the atta¢ék on the British 
steamer Nanning, belonging to the Hong- 
kong, Canton and Macao Steamboat Com- 
pany, on Monday, do not explain the situa- 
tion out of which the injury to the Rev. 
C. E. L. Cowan and the narrow escape of 
Mr. Fanrayn arose. The Nanning is ou the 
Canton-Wuchow line and she had reached 
the Tamchau Channel of the West River 
about the tiffin-hour on the 18th, when the 
European ‘piesengers, of whom there were 
four, two travelling on a brief holiday, 
observiny a uumber of men in Chinese 
military uniform on the river-bank, some 
hundred yards inland, stepped out on deck 
from the saluon to have a look at them.

When the news reached tha Colony on 
the 14th inst. that a British stenamor bai baen 
fired upon in the West River and an Eurcpeun 
passenger injured, it was too late for n» to sup- 
plement the report, beyond stating that the 
stzamer in question was ‘the Nunning and 
the name of the injured passenger Mr. C. E. L. 
Cowan, chaplain on H.5I.8. Glory. From the 
Rey. KE, J. Hardy, M.A., Chaplain to the Forces, 
who was alson passenger by the Nanning, we hava 
now obtained an account of the incident and the 
circumstances leading up to it. Mr. Hardy 
was ona three days holiday to Canton and 
neighbourhood, and on Monday, in company. 
with Mr. Cowan, took a irip up the West 
River on the Nanning, a stern-wheeler plying 
between Canton and Wuchow and owned by the 


-Hongkong. Canton and Macao Steamship 


Company, -Ld. The only other European 
passengers .travelling in the same class 
with Mr. Hardy and Mr. Cowan were 
an Imperial Customs official named Fabian and 
Dr. H. MacDonald, of the Wesleyan Mission. 
At tho (tiffin hour the four gentlemen. 
were sitting oat their meal in the raloon, 
when word was brought them that a company 
of uniformed men, who looked like Chinese 
soldiers, was drilling on the bank. Mr. Hardy 
and the others at once rose from the table 
to go and wituess the spectacle. ‘They reached 
the deck and had just timo to observe that 
there were betw:en {wo and three hundred men, 
dressed like suldiers, whon a volley was fired from 
the bank at the stoamer. ‘The Nanning was at this 
moment almost exactly opposite the soldiers, if 
soldiers they were, and the volley struck 
the vessel fair and sjuare. Bullets pattered 
against her side, and one hit Mr. Cowan on the 
right knee, going clean through and grazing 
the leg of the Customs official, who was stand- 
ing next to Mr. Cowan. Fortunately the 


force of the bullet was spent and it 
did not penetrate beyond Mr. Fabian’s 
underclothing. ‘Ihe missile was a ball-cart- 


ridge, and from this fact it is safe to assume 
that the purposes of a field-day were not alone 
responsible for the presence and movements of 
the soldicrs, No turther domonstration, ap- 
parently, was made against the Nanning, which 
at once steamed off and eventually fell in with 
HM. ganhoats Sandpiper and Robin, to the 
commanders of which vessels the incidsnt was 
narrated. Mr. Cowan whose wound, for- 
tunately bnta flesh ona, had boon dressed by 
Dr MacDonald, was cirrizd on board the 
Sandpip 1, and he and Mr. Hardy came down 
to Honzkong, reaching hora on Tuesday night. 
Mr. Cowan was taken to the Naval Hospital, 
where he is making good progress. ‘The Hobin 
proceeded! on up the river to investigate the 
occurrence, and until the report of her com- 
mander is handed in no further light can be 
thrown on the matter.

| TRE MATAUKOK DEPOT. 
Since the extension dperations were began % 
about o yer ago by Messrs, Punchard, Lowtlier . 
& Co., the progress made has been much greator 
than anyone would suppose who simply judges 
of its extent from the deck of a passing faunoh 
or the height of Bowen Road. a matter of 
fact, the bulk of the work has to be done under 
water; and although it will take approximately 
four years from now to complete there will ba 
little to show above the surface until near the end 
of that period. The dry dock will of course be 
built dry-shod, but the great sea-wall, 5,0 )0 feet 
in length, will almost all bo under water. The. 
preparation of the material for this yast under- 
taking would vo doubt have attrasted public 
attention to the utmost if it had boon conducted 
on this side of the Harbour. For various 
ressons, however, the contractors choze the 
Kowloon side a3 headquarters, and practically 
outwith the knowledge of the man in the street, 
have established a huge depot at Mataukok ‘in 
Kowloon Bay, where they ure manufacturing 
the concrete blocks with which the sea-wall is 
to be built. ‘Their primary reason for hitting 
upor this spot asa central establishment was 
that there was an ample supply of granite at 
hand. But an unexpected difficulty arose owing 
to the fact that the quarries were all f:rmed 
out by the Government, and it was not until 
quite lately that they secured concessions which 
placed them in a position to ba abla to treat on 
straightforward lines with the quarrymasters, 
and prevent the operations being hampered.’ 
Now that the disadvantages under which they 
laboured have besn removed, the contract is 
being puhe! forward with all speed. Nor was 
that the only initial difficulty. There was a 
huge reclamation scheme to ba carried out 
before a single step conld be taken toward the- 
constraction of the blook-yard at Mataukok. 
Some idea of the extent of this undertaking 
may be gathered from th» fact that the works 
cover roughly about fourteen acres and that 
nearly the whole of that area was recovered 
from the sea, the system adopted being the 
erection of a s9a-wall and the slicing down of 
the side ef o hill. And all this was necessary 
before a singleblock of concrote could be moulded. 
But now the preparatory port of the work has 
been successfully accomplished, and Messrs. 
Punchard, Lowther and (Co. aro enables 
to go straight ahead with the contract 
proper. ‘he equipment of the block-yard has 
been carried throngh on the most approved 
modern lines. All the plaat is new, having 
heen constructed specially by home firms, under 
the supervision of Mr. W. Kidd, the chiof 
agent of the works, to meet the requirements 
of the contract. There-are no less than three 
ten-ton craneg (two travelling), four five-ton 
cranes, three locomotive engines, four station- 
ary engines, something like two miles of rails, 
and J,200 moulds for forminr the concrete 
blocks, which weigh from fonr to five tong a-piece. 
A commodious jetty forms an important part 
of the general ne The whols of the sonth 
side is devoted to the discharge of raw material. 
A five-ton crane is providel for unloading 
the janks which carry sand from various 
parts of the coast, and another f r discharg- 
ing the water-borne rnble stone which comes 
from different quarries in the narrows. This 
stone is hoisted on to a platform adjoining the 
jetty and is dropped into four crushing 
machines driven by a 40 h.p. Rubey ongine. 
After being broken down to the requisite size 
the granite falls into wagg -ns stationed under- 
neath the platform. ‘These vehicles are all of 
a standard size snd are nsed not only for 
conveying the crushed stone but for measuring 
the relative quantites of stone and sand 
requisite to the praper composition of concrete, 
The waggons being loaded—that is to say, 
thre@ of broken granite to one of sand—they 
are hauled up an inclined railway, 1 in 25, toa 
gantry from which their contents are tipped 
into the stock heap. This ensares the proper 
admixture of the sand and stone. Each 
erushing machine, :-by the way, gets through 
100 tons of granite s day, and three out 
of the four ore always working. From 
the stock heap the material is carried in smaller 
waggons—which also serve as units of measure-

Mataukok is exovllently found. ‘Thera is an 


’ gxtensive workshop fitted with lathos and all 


manner of repairing plant to b2 fonod in o 
smithy or enginsoring establishment. A 
spacious draughting floor has also bvsen Inid 
down for the modzlling of the varions types of 
granite blocks to be cut from the quarries. It 
was feared at first that there would ba some 
difficulty experienced in seouring a supply of 
fresh water, but those fears proved baseless. A 
shallow well was sunk close to the sea on the 
reclaimed land and a plentiful supply of sweet 
water was the result; nor doos there sesm 
any likelihood of it giving out. From this 
source ull the engines aro fed. Sia 
water is used in tho making of the 
concrete, as it gives battar resu ts aul c:uses 
the material to set more slowly. There are also 
connected with the establishment a goneral 
store, a cament-store, offices, aul a residence for 
the European foremen, of whem there are 
three.

THE FOUNDATION STONE LAID. 
The ceremony of laying the first foundation 
‘blook of H.M. Naval Yard extension scheme 
was performed on the 15th inst., in presence of a 
large and brilliant company, by Mrs. Powell, 
wife of Cammodore Francis Powell, C.B. As 
was indicated in the desoription given above 
of the blockyard at Mataukok which has been 
éstablished in connection with the extension 
works, a great deal more progress has been 
made than presents itself to the eye of 
the casnal observer, so that this ceremonial 
might be said to bo rathar of the nature of 
a pat ou the back for the contractors for work 
alroady accomplished than an expression of a 
pious -hopo for futnre success. Every credit 
is, due to tho contractors, Messrs. Punchard. 
Lowther & +o. for the manuer in which the 
undertaking has been so far carried throngh.

THE COURT AT PEKING.

Their Imperial Majesties, welcomed by tho 
Imperial Princes, Ministers of State, and a 
large number of mandarins, civil and military, 
returned to their palace at Peking, as we have 
already reported, on the 7th inst passing through - 
the Yungting Gate at half past one p.m. The 
roule was guarded by the troops of Generals 
Mo Yu-kun and Chiang Kuei-ti, and the Im- ~ 
perial p.ocession was grand and dignified, 
according t> the N.-C. Duily News correspon- 
dent. The latter says that their Majesties have 
such relianca upon H.E Yuan Shikai, that 
when he was received in audiencs at Chenting- 
fn, they said: “ You must protect ns, as we 
have noone in whom we can put confidence, 
but only you.” H.8. Yuan Shikai, with tears 
in his ey 8, replied that he would never neglect 
his duty, and then withdrew from tho Court. 

It is said that their Majestiesintend to relieve 
H.E. Wang Wen shao of his duties as Pescs 
Plenipotentiary, and appoint H.&. Yuan Shi- 
kai in his place. Yuan's enemy Yung J.u, while 
at Chéotin fu, organised tweuty battalions of 
White Banner troops, making tea thousand 
men in all, as his dependents, with whom he 
intends to face his political rival. When mot 
at Chténtingfa by Princo Ching and shown the 
draft of the proposod Manchurian Convention, 
not only did he not oppose -it, but undertook 
to support its adoption. _ : 

The three Viceroys, Lin Kung-yi, Chang 
Chih-tung, and Yuan Shikai, having recom- 
mended in a memorial to the Throne the 
decapitation of General Tung Fnshsian-r, the 
Ministers of the Grand Council have decided 
to banish him, and apologise to the Powers for 
their inability to carry out the death seutence.

A FRENCH VIEW OF THE 
SITUATION IN SIAM. 


a ‘ | 
= Phe Avenir du Tonkin of the 10th inst. 
devotes its leading article to an exposition of 
the situation in Siam. It says, in effect :-- 

Hitherto only timid attempts have been made 
to repair the evil wrought by our mistakes in 
1893 and 1896, and to regain our influence in 
Siam. At the present noment, however, the 
question has again come up, and we are 
informed by Havas that M. Klobukowski has 
been charged with. obtaining for France in the 
valley of tho Menam economic privileges equal 
to those which lave been conterred on other 
nations, and which have been promised by the 
France wants {o share 
in the advantages of ihe development of the 
Menam Valley, the only part of the kingdom 
thuf is really rich and well populated. 

We can obtain this, not by threatening. > iam 
at Bangkok itself, a courso from which we are 
preclu:ied by the Anglo-French Ayveement of 
1¢93. but by exercising on the Government 
sufficient pressure in the region of the Mekong, 
which by the same Agreement was implicitly 
made a zone of French influence. ‘lhere we 
can act freely, and the Siamese coe 

| 


will no doubt perfer to grant us certain advant- 
ages on the Menam rather than see its authority 
completely destroyod in the basin of the Mekong. 
Such are the two alternatives that our resolution 
would leave to Siam, for whatever be the 
attitude of her Government the 1896 Agree- 
ment will tarn the situation to our advantage, 
either in the neutral zone of thé Menam or in - 
the zono of the Mekong. 

Nor is it an empty phrase to speak of the 
Siamese Government bring able to allow our 
nationals to share in the advantages arising | 
from the economic development of the valley of | 
the Menam. Something more is meant than the | 
free competition of foreign merchants, on which 
the attitude of the Government can have little 
influence. To say nothing of the ill-treatment | 
of our nationals and prot¢gés, which-ought to 
cease. high officials are being appointed in the 
valley of the Menam, public works aro being 
carried out there, appointments and works in 
which the Siamese Government can find a place 
forFrenchtien, As instances of tl.e-e appoint- 


ments we may mention tho recent constitution 
of the Gendarmerie under Danish officers, and 
tho creation of a post of Adviser for lrrig- 
ation, which has been conferred on a Dutchman. 
In Siam we do not take the porition that we 
shonld considering.our treaties and our situation 
in Indo-China, bnt under the energetic impul- \ 
sion of M. Klobukowski things are going to be |

KWOK KAM CHUN v. COMPAGNIE DE . 
MESSAGERIES MARITIMES, — 

Evidence was resumed in this case, in which 
plaintiff claims 31,000 for damages allegad to 
have been caused t» his jank Chun Kam Lee 
by the defendants’ mail steamer Indu: on 22ad 
September near the island of Pedro Blanco. 
The evidence went to show that the junk was 
run down in the dirk by a large white steamer 
with two black ’funnels, aud this steamer the 
plaintiff held was the Indus. 

Captain James T. Donglas, marine surveyor, 
stated that the French mil steamers were the 
only vessels in this part of the world which 
had white hulls and two black funnels, He knew 
the vicinity where the collision occurred 
intimately. The Indus arrived in Hongkong 
at 8 o'clock on the morning of the 22nd Sep- 
tember, and by means of charts he calculatedg 
the distances and marked out points at 
which the steamer and the jank would, be. 
having regard to the course being sailed and 
the number of knots made. If the Indus were | 
going at hor ordinary rate of 13 knots with a 
two-knot current against her she would at the 
time at which the collision was said to bava 
occurred be about five miles and a half north 
of Pedro, Blanco. There were always many 
fishing jauks round the island. : 

Kwok Kam Chun, the plaintiff, was recalled, 
and stated ia answer to questions by his 
Lordship that on the visy after the col- 
ligion he sailed round the Indus in 8 samp 
sho lay in the Harbour and saw that ce 
bean scratched off her bows on the starboard 
side; thers was none scratched off the port bow. 

This concluded the evidencs for the plaintiff.

that the French mails did not go 15 knots. 
He thonght his Lordship would be satistied © 


that the Indus could easily go 15 knots snd 
that she was going at that speed for s portion 
ofthe night of the 2lst, but it ‘was not: main- 
tained becanse they wero getting «near ear 
kong. They passed. in’ the usual course inside 
Pedro Elanco. and he thought his Lordship 
would be satisfied -that at the time this collision . 
was said to have occurred ‘they bad passed. 
Pedro Blanco a considerable distance—some 15 
or 20 miles. With re: to the question of - . 
current, Captain Douglas had stated that there’ 
might have been a current of 2 knots‘and “that . 
there was usually a current to the’ eastward.- «. 
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‘Well,-the witne-ses whom he would call did not 
agree with that statement, for they said that 
at this time, the change of the monsoon, the 
current was variable; it miyht be to the east or 
the west. It was true that in the ncrth-west 
monsoon there was a strong wind blowing all 


the time and invariably a current setting to the 


westward, but that was uot at all true with 
regard to the south-west monsoon and especially 
with regard to this time, 2 st September, when 
it was about changiug. ‘The evidence of the 
officers of tho Indus would show that not only 
had they no current against them but that they 
had a current with them. It was perfectly 
clear, from the time they took betwae-n the Lam- 
mocks und Broaker Puint and taking the speed 
at which they were going, that they had a current 
with them. It was impossible for a ship to know 
what current she had got with her until she saw 
some point of land or had some means of 
ascertaining her position. ‘[hé Captain would 
slate that when he got his bearings in the 
morning he saw the Ni.e Pins, and found 
himself very much more to the westward than 
he would have been, taking his speed alone, 
therefore he concluded that tho current was 
with him. A curious corrob<ration of that was 
given in the plaintiff's own statement that they 
left Tai Sami Bay and steered south and then 
found themselve: slightly to the westward of 
Pedro Blanc>, The Indus slowed down on 
more than one occasion during the -ni. ht and 
at 5 o'clock stopped altogetier. They picked 
up the Nine Pins at 6.50 and proceeded into 
Hongkong. Witnesses would s ate that thero 
were several other steamers with them at the 
time, coming down the coast and going to make 
Hongkong in the morning. ‘T'wo at least they 
saw which had come down the same coursc as 
themselves from ths north. Among the wit- 
nesses whom he would cill wonld ba the second 
captain, who would state that he went round 
thy vessel ia a boat on arriving; in Hongkong 
to see whether she required any paint and that 
he'saw no marks on the bow pointing to any 
collision having taken place. He would alse 
call the officer who was on the bridga at 3.3) 
and 3.40 a.m. and this witness wonld tell the 
Court that no collision occurred while he was 
there, Ths man who was on tho look-out in 
the bow would likewise state that no collision 
happened and he must have been within two or 
three feet of the place where it occurred if it 
did occar. ‘i here would also be the evidence of 
the Shanghai pilot who had brought the ship 
out of the Shanghai River and was a passenger 
on board at this time; he would state that he 
went on the bridge early in the morning, some- 
where after 4 o'clock, and heard nothing abeut 
a collision. ‘Then there was this material 


_ point, that no notice of this claim was given 


to the Captain or to the agent of the 
Messageries Company until the ship hal left 
Hongkong; therefore they had no opportunity 
of getting the vessel examined by a surveyor. 
The Captain heard nothing about tho matter 
until he arrived in Marseilles. 
‘Evidence was then taken for the defence. 
Captain Gustay Duchateau deposed that he 
was a lieutenant of the French Navy, and was 
He left 
Shanghai for Hongkong on 19th September 
last, carrying the mails. At 4.47 on tho 2lst 
- the Lammocks were abeam ; Breaker Point was 
abeam at 8.20 p,m., distant nine miles. Botween 
these two points there was a ou:rent in their 
favour, six-tenths of a mile per hour.

Agian evolution, almost of midsammer madness. 
Why we should even carry our present railway 
at the extra cost of considerably over half a 
million sterling to the Kunlon Ferry, across 
which the entire Chino-Burmese trade is success- 
‘fully transported in two duz-outs, and amounts 
to tess than 00 tons ao year, is beyond 
by comprehension. For my own part, there- 
fore, I cannot advise that in the pursnit of 
fancifal political ambitions we should use 
Indian movey to spreadeagle our r dlways over 
foreign countries and remota continents: while 
all the time there is lying the most splendid 
and lucrative field of investment at our doors. 
There is a good deal to be done withiu range of 
our own perch, before we begin to flap oar 
wings in distant firmament. I do not say that 
there are no political reasons which could 
justify such a venture. But such reasons, to 
be “decisive, must be overwhelmingly strong; 
while their strergth would be manifestly en- 
hanced could they. be reinforced by financial 
arguments, which.in the present case are con- 
spicuously lacking. For my own part, therefore, 
I would sooner see this flourishing country 
overspread with a notwork of lines, bringing 
waste lands unJer cultivation, increasing popu- 
lation, developing security, and expanding 
irae, than I would push out tentacles into the 
anknown. ‘The Burma Railways Compary al- 
ready, after paying its full toll to Government, 
hands over to its shareholders a dividene! of 
nearly 5 per cent., and this upon the whole cf its 
lines; which ine!nde several hundreds of miles of 
railroad which at prasent do not pay their way. 
There are abundant projects in’ this country 
which would retarn a certain 10 per cert., if not 
more. Let us take some of them in hand, and 
link up the rarions parts of Burma itself, before 
we jump oat into space without any clear idea 
of where we are going to land.

PLAGUE AND SANITATION,

In view of the local interast in the question 
indicated by the above title, we reproduce in 
fall a leading article by the last number to hand 
of the Times of India :— aan 
Though many of the conclusions arrived at 
by tho Plague Commission have been before 
the public for some time, an important separate 
memorandum by the President, Professor 
Fraser, has not yet received the general atten- 
dion it deserves. 
dum is * Tho Inflaepce of Insanitary Conditions 
upon the Extension and Virulence of Plague in 
‘India’; and in the course of it Professor 
Fraser disagrees with certain of the conclusions 
of the majority of his colleignes upon he 
i Gommission. Gur purpose is to indicate briefly 
the views held by the President, and the reasons 
upon which he bases them. The whole purport 
ofthe memorandum is to emphasise the conten- 
tion that conditions existing within dwellings 
should - be carefully differentiated from the 
general conditions of any district ; and that it 
is upon insanitary conditions within dwellings 
that the spread and virulence of plague depends.

The subject of the memoran-- 


to the late Surgeon-General Harvey's dictum 
that plagao is ‘a diseas» of 'filth, o disease of 
dirt, and a disease of poverty.” He maintains 
that a distinction must bs drawn botween the 
effects of sewage and pollution in open ground 
in residential neighbourhooils, and insanitary 
conditions inside dwellings. i The scavengers of 
Bombay, for instance,, though working amid 
filth, were vary little affected. After Poona 
had been made “cleaner than it had ever been in 
th» momony of living man,” itsnffered its worst 
visitation of plague. From these and many 
similar facts,-Professor Fraser finds himself in 
agreement with Colonel Weir's assertion that 

“the view cf associating this disease with dirt 

in the sens: of refuse is utterly wrong.” 

He holds that plague is chiefly propagated 

by insufficient ventilation and light, ovor- 

crowding, dampness, a polluted atniogphere, 

and, to ao less extent, uncleanliness, within 

houses. It was to these causes, he argues, that 

the cases occurring among certain classes of 

rich natives wer: chiefly due. They ocenrred 

in big houses badly ventilated. Conversely, 

the remarkuble immunity among Europeans is 

ascribed by him to the good vent*lation of their 

dwolling:; while the mortality among their 

servants aros. from the miserable quarters in 

which they were housed. ‘The immunity in 

evacuation camps was due to good ventilation ; 

and where evacuation camps failed they were 

generally overcrowded and badly ventilated. 

Unpollited uir and sunlight saved the dwellers 

in most camps. To the same reasons the 

singular freedom from attack noticed among 

attendants in plague hespitals is ascribed. 

An interesting portion of the memorandam 
deals with the supposed connection batwean 
the incidence-of plague and the conditions of 
élimate and the geological character of the soil. 
Professor Griesbach disposed of the geological 
aspect of the question by pointing oud that 
plaguo occurs “ practically in all soils,” and 
“that the diseasa is primarily a soil disease is 
certainly borne out neither by experiment nor 
observation.” Into the technical discussion 
upon plague in its relation to variations of 
climate, in which tho views of Professor Moos 
of Bombay, Dr. Buchan, E.R.S.. aud Professor 
Hunter Stewart. are set forth, we have not 
space to enter. It may be said generally that 
their opinions lead Professor Fraser to the 
conclusion that {he variations in climatic 
conditions encountered in India havo only a 
slight effect; but, in so far as that offect is 
operative, ita influence is prejudicial in the 
interior and not the exterior of dwellings. 
Plague, therefore.*may be said to be practically 
independent of climate; andin places where its 
bacillus could not exist long on the surface or 
a little below the surface of the ground in the 
open air, it survives mainly amid the protective / 
conditions of defective dwellings. Among 
these, filth can cnly be accepted as a subsidiary 
causative condition. Overcowding is an 
operative cause, becanse it increases the 
yitiation of the atmosphere within houses. 
This, by the way. is one of the points upon 
which Professor Fraser is at variance with his 
colleagnes. He considers that overcrowding 
mainly conduces to the spread of plague, 
because it accentuates tho conditions produced 
by defective ventilation : and he holds that the 
fact that the persons brought together aro 
within the range of infection is of secondary 
importance. His colleagues disagree with him, 
because ‘plague may occur in honses whose 
atmosphere is quite untainted” ; but the exam- 
ples they quote in support. of their view are 
analysed and rebutted by; him. We cannot 
exsmine in detail the discussion by Professor 
Fraser of the conditions within dwellings, which 
in bis belief increase the extension and viru- 
lenve of plague. It may be noted, however, 
that he lays great stress upon the required 
moisture and warmth provided in unventilated 
rooms; that he urges that carth and cow-dung 
flcors increaso the vitality and virnlence of 
plague bacilli; that he points out that insuffi- 
ciently lighted and ventilated dwellings: 50 
affect’ individuals as to increase their suscepti- 
bility to plague, and that the infiuence of 
insufficient sunlight operates in the same direc- 
tion. ‘These are contentions that are not likely 
to be disputed. In recapitulating his arguments 
Professor Fraser admits the gravely importa) t 
rhare in propagating plague contributed by 
rats; but he insists that the preponderating 
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its fatality, isthe vitiation of sir in dwellings. 
It is upon these premisses that Professor 


Fraser bases his main thesis, which is thit . . 


sanitary improvement of dwellings would 
render the snppression of plagus. possible by 
practicable and relatively simple measures. Ho 
does not go so far as to say that the removal of 
air pollntion and other fo-tering agencies from 
dwelling-honses would entirely eradicate plague. 
That would be an untenable proposition if 
applied to an infections disense, produced by s 
specific micro-organism ; and there is s'so the 
ubiquitous rat. to be reckoned with. But he 
maintains that if these fundamental and 
predominating canses of extension were 
removed, other necessary measures could be so 
far applied that the suppression of a widespread 
epidemic would no longer be an almost hopeless 
task, ‘The minimal sanitary requirements for 
dwellings are that each room sbould be provid- 
ed with a window for the admission of air 
and daylight; and that each house and 
its immediate surroundings should be kept 
reasonably free from all causes of air-pollution. 
Le:s urgent measures are the discontinuance 
of the practice of stalling cattle in dwelling- 
houses, and the abandonment of the application 
of cow-dung to floors. and interior walls. 
Theso are not impossible ideals. ‘They are less 
difficult, for instance, than the improvement in 
water supply necessary for lessening cholera. 
“Pure air, the chief requirement for the 
extinction aud prevention of plague, is,” 
observes Professor Fraser, “everywhere ob- 
tainable.” Much sanitary reform has beeu 
effected since plagne first visited India; but 
thore has bsen a noticeable absence of any 
general effort to improve the permanent venti- 
lation of dwelling-honses, probab'y tecause 
financial difficulties and ths opposition of tbe 
people were feared. Professor Fraser is not 
inclined to rate the financial difficulties too 
highly. He urges, moreover, that some. of 
the money now spent upon such paliatives 
as disinfection and the removal of filth 
might ke more pr-fitably devoted to the 
essential measures to which he pins his opposi- 
lion of the people; for he regards as note- 
worthy the remark of the witness who told 
the Commission that the chief cause of the 
prevailing absence of windows and other 
permanant openings in houses is that: “ the 
people did uot nundertand its impor‘ance 
before, and no one took any interest in it. His 
hope is that when the native population more 
fully realiso the importance of air and daylight 
a3 preventives of plague, they will facilitate the 
improvement he considers so desirable Aud. 
until these reforms are carried out, plague will 
probably remain with us. To the vague hope 
that it will some day disappear “ of its own 
accord” he declines to subscribe. When plague 
epidemics have completely died out in past 
centuries in particular areas, the present facili- 
ties for inter-cpmmunication did not exist: 
Our modern environment has increased the 
penalty exacted from us for our insanitation. 
{t is apparently vain to hope that plague will 
“dio away,” except as a result of wise and 
prudent measures of prevention. ,

The eagagement of missionaries as 
teachers for the new schools of Western learn- 
ing, the N.-C. Daily News says, seems to be 
yiewed with much suspicion by these gentry, 
who refuse to send their sons, on the ground 
that the schools are simply religious institn- 
tions, only under another name. 

The Shanghai native paper Tung Wen Hu 
Pao points out that thy recent missionary 
trouble in Pinglo, Kinsa, has producad o series 
of remarkable edicts. ‘Iha Court is evidently 
anxious lest this should bs but the boginning of 
a widely extended movement, fraught with 
disastrous consequences to the dynasty and the 
Empire. It is more especially unlucky becaus> 
of the inopportune time, when the Court is 
drawing near Peking. The matter of mis- 
sionary troubles sesms destined to be forever a 
thorn in the side of the Uhinese government. 
The Lung Wen Hu Pao fears that, be they ever 
so anxious to protect the church, they cannot 
always sneceed. ‘l'ho missionaries are often in 
out-of the-way places. ‘The country is large 
aud very popnlons. Among so many pzo; le, 
the ignorant and bigoted cannot be few. 
Hence, though in most oase3 the official can 
protect, and if he fails he only pleads inability 
as an excuse, yet the new clause in the Treaty 

is going to bear very hardly upoa the officials, 
The missionaries, Roman and others, in Uhibli 
and Shansi, have done what they can to prevent 
trouble by their proclamations to th-ir converts 
whom they counsal to be patient and yielding. 
| If on the one hand the converts observe these
